Mr. Jack Wysong came before 
the Council on December first 
with a total budget request 
amounting to $19,661, covering 
Varsity sports, intramurals and 
salaries. After an hour of 
discussion the Council finally 
voted and failed the original 
budget by four votes against and 
three abstains. A second revision 
was moved on, and passed four in 
favor, three against and one 
abstain. The total amount of 
money allotted was $17,767. 

Second and the last item on the 
agenda was a request by Don 
Champoux for between $40 and 
$50 for three guest speakers, who 
appeared at a closed session for 
an English class working on term 
papers. The council voted the 
request down explaining that the 
speakers spoke to a closed group 
and the English class project is 
not a club or organization 
function. It was suggested that 
the class members pay the 
speakers out of their own pockets 
since the Council cannot pay for 
students’ term papers.

Advice 


The agent for progress and 
improvement is participation. 
The Selective Service System has 
undergone many significant 
changes in the past two years. 
Many of the changes are directly 
attributable to the young men 
and women who participated 
responsibly during this difficult 
period of change. 

The chief mechanism for this 
youth involvement has been the 
Selective Service Youth Advisory 
Committees. This has been 
established in every state across 
the country. 

The new draft law and 
regulations reflect nearly two 
dozen significant changes in the 
system. Thirty-six suggestions 
have been put forward by the 600 
youth advisors so far. Of these 18 
have been implemented by law or 
regulation and 6 are now being 
studied. Ten were referred to 
Congress and two were 
disapproved completely. 

The ages of local draft board 
members was one of the more 
important changes made. The 
ages have been lowered and the 
length of time on the board was 
shortened for the members of the 
boards. 

Another change that has been 
made is that there will be no 
more college deferments issued. 
There is the clause that any 
graduate or undergraduate 
student who receives his 
induction papers will be allowed 
to finish his current. academic 
term, quarter, or semester. A 
student in his last year, however, 
can have his induction postponed 
until he finishes his full year. 
This allows him to graduate. 

There is also a new restriction 
that a more uniform lottery call 
will be in effect. This means that 
all men with the same lottery 
number who are available will be 
called at nearly the.same time. 

The new law provides that a 
man can now appeal his 
classification by bringing 
witnesses and presenting his 
appeal to a quorum of the local 
board. He can also require a 
board to give him a written 
explanation of its denial to his 
claim. 

Among the board of advisors 
were many _ conscientious 
objectors. Under the new law the 
National Director of Selective 
Service has the responsibility for 
administering the conscientious 
objector work program. State 
directors have been given the 
responsibilities of assigning and 
reviewing assignments for these 
men. 

Approximately one quarter of 
the local board membership will 
have to _ be 
accordance with the new law 
governing the age of members on 
the boards. These will be 
replaced by young men and 
women reflecting the ethnic and 
social backgrounds of registrants 
across the country. 

The local board member holds 
the most important position in 
the Selective Service System. A 
young man or woman who might 
be interested in serving on a local 
board or in assuming. other 
volunteer positions in the 
Selective Service System should 
contact his or her governor.

It was B.U. that lured Dean 
Rulh, dean of the college, to leave 
his Pennsylvania Dutch 
community and a college by the 
name of-of-of Juniarda? I’m sure 
you're all familiar with that 
college. Dean Rulh after 
acquiring a B.A. in psychology, 
went to B.U..to get his master’s 
degree in Business 
Administration. From there to 
the Merrimac Valley Works was 
the Dean’s next move which 
lasted for three years until 1964. 

It all happened one Saturday 
night when the Dean’s wife lured 
him to a bean supper. Price— 
$1.00. Not bad for a belly full of 
beans and a new job. It was at 
this bean supper that Dean Rulh 
met President Bentley and that 
Same night secured a new 
position as dean of students. So 
the moral to the story according 
to Dean Rubh is that “If you want 
a new change in your life go to a 
bean supper and it’s only a 
dollar.” . 

Back in 1964 there were 580 
students as compared to 2400 at 
the present time which proves 
that this type of college has 
become a steadily increasing 
necessity. : 

Dick: Which is more important 
in the sceme of things at 
N.E.C.C., providing educational 
experiences which are geared to 
transfer or providing educational 
experiences which are geared 
towards going to work after two 
years? 

Dean Rulh: I would say they 
are both extremely important. 
Perhaps the more important is 
the preparation for careers and if 
you looked at our programs here, 
one of the programs that is 
growing very rapidly is the 
health area. None of these 
programs were here in 1964. 
These programs range from 
Nursing, radiologic technology, 
inhalation therapy, medical 
records technology, and probably 
dental hygiene in September, 
small hospital administration 
and so on. So there’s a great need 
in the health area. Our focus 
would be in trying to meet the 
needs in the health area for the 
people within access to N.E.C.C. 


_ Our relation with the area 


hospital is good so that we are 
able to place graduating students 
in them. We are trying to 
encourage area students to 
become involved in the health 
care programs and then go to 
work after two years in this area. 

One thing that upsets the dean. 
very much is the attitude some 
students take about attending 
N.E.C.C. Something that is 
decreasing but is still known to 
exist is the presence of 


* embarrassment for some 


students when asked to reveal to 
friends the college he is 
attending. 

JA student might neatly tuck his

being daughed at. A really 
inhibited kid. 

_ Dick: Do you feel we are 
putting more into education and 


getting fewer positive results? 


Has society overdone itself? 
Dean Rulh: No, because we are 
_living in a world that has become 


very complex and_ highly 
technological society. What 
we're concerned about here at 
N.E.C.C., is helping people find 
their potential. Now this may 
take the form of non-credit 
courses, general education, to 
help people to enjoy their life 
more, to appreciate nature, 
science and art. It could be to 
upgrade job skills for career 
students. One thing about our 
society is with automation and 
increasing technology, the fact 
that new developments in one’s 
area of endeavor have to be 
learned to maintain up-to-date 
methods and position. An 
engineer is outdated after 7 years 
and has to come back and learn 
new skills, and develop new 
potential. I feel education helps 
people learn how to learn and 
find the answers as change 
becomes more and more rapid. 
The old idea of acquiring a body 
knowledge is not sufficient. 
Continuous education is 
important in that it might help 


one to better understand. 


questions one might have. To 
know how to ask questions, to 
know how to learn puts one at an 
advantage in these rapidly 
changing times. Education helps 
one to understand how to search 
out information. 

Incidentally, there is a 
committee within this area, 
manned by teachers, who are 
trying to develop a form of 
curriculum that would be geared 
to the potential of the student 
from the first grade in grammar 
school to whatever heights or 
aspirations that student might 
have. The irons are in the fire and 
this is the direction in which 
education should be, geared to 
the student’s potential.

“Teachers tell us that chance to get to know the faculty 
individual freedom and as human beings. Students are 


responsibility are essential to 
good citizenship,’ a high school 
senior charges, “‘but.if-you want 
to get ahead in high school, you’d 
better be a conformist.’’ Many 
high school students have 
learned this lesson well. They 
ask, “How many pages do you 
want our book report to be?” 
They acquire a pass to go to the 
bathroom, they mouth whatever 
words that they think their 
teacher wants to hear. For they 
are part.of a one hundred and 
fifty year old school system that 
rewards obedience, and punishes 
individual initiative. 

We are all very familiar with 
this scene, for we have all been 
through it. But what now? Do we 
laugh off the high school years 
and do nothing? What will 
happen to our children, yes, your 
children, ten or fifteen years 
from now? Our world is moving 
too fast to allow our educational 
system to lag two or three 
decades behind. 

It is imperative in this age of 
rapid changes in education and 
technology that the youth of 
Massachusetts be adequately 
prepared today to meet the 
challenges of tomorrow. 

In order to do so, it is up to us, 
who are now on the outside 
looking in, to see that a program 
is activated in Mass. which will 
prepare the students for full, 
active, responsible participation 
in the community throughout 
their lives. 

We must overhaul the 
curriculum offered in our high 
schools, and most of all, we must 
grant high school students 
responsible involvement in 
planning, curriculum revision 
and policy determination, just to 
mention a few areas. This must 
be done if we are to promote the 
individual freedom, 
responsibility, and productive 
citizenship that our country is so 
well known for. 

I saw the movie ‘Midnight 
Cowboy” a few months ago, and I 
enjoyed it as much as anyone I 
guess, but a few weeks later I got 
to thinking and suddenly became 
very much afraid.:.afraid of our 
world and our educational 
system that might be producing 
many such Midnight Cowboys. 
The movie is about a young man 
who decides to make a living by 
selling his sexual services to 
women. Of ‘course, he fails 
miserably. The Midnight Cowboy 
represents the youth of the 


present and of the future who has~ 


no place in society to be useful 
and significant. 

Why is this so? Why are people 
under 21 useless in society? Do 
the High schools give direction to 
students and teach them how to 
live in a democracy? 

Much student apathy stems 
from the discrepancy between 
the lip service given to 
democracy and the lack of civil 
rights in the schools. How about 
freedom of the press? Is the 
newspaper really a vehicle of 
free student opinion? Or freedom 
to appeal grievances; one may 
say that students can complain to 
the administration, . but what 
labor union would settle for a 
grievance procedure that send 
them directly to top management 
without peer representation on 
the grievance committee? And 
the right to due process...Is there 
a right to a hearing when 
discipline measures are 
enforced? Is there really 
freedom to elect representatives 
when you have to have a C 
average to be on the student 
council? 

To begin with, let us examine 
what students are demanding. 
Number one is relevance. When 
students demand relevance, they 
are asking for two things...First, 
they need schools which deal with 
them as individuals, as whole 
persons. A student is number 
11463009. Students have no 


saying, “This is not so! In the 
class or in the community, Iam a 
whole person, and you must treat 
me as such!! The second thing 
that students seek in relevance is 
a closer relationship between the 
education they receive and the 
outside world as they see it. 

Another thing in demand for 
students is Involvement. They 
must be part of a school, not just 
a piece of furniture. The schools 
of the 70’s should be run by a 
coalition, with administration 
and students. Such a program 
would give a purpose to students 
in society as well as prepare 
them for the American way of 
life. 

Moving on, let us examine what 
is being done now, today, to help 
alleviate such conditions. 

An excellent example to a 
school directing students in the 
right direction is Hyde Park High 
School. A ‘‘Principles of 
Democracy” class is no ordinary 
class, because each year they 
strive to push through an original 
piece of legislation. In the spring 
of 1970, they wanted to raise the 
age limit of MDC lifeguards from 
16 to 18. With local congressional 
support they were able to push it 
through the legislature and 
Governor Sargent accepted the 
invitation to sign it into law at a 
high school assembly. A perfect 
example of channeling students’ 
knowledge in the right direction. 


In Newburyport, project 
PRIDE has_ opened _ the 
communication gap and 


promotes student Involvement. 
Again in Fitchburg, a 
superintendants Advisory 
Council has been established to 
promote better communication 
and relevance. 

However, the biggest step 
taken in this area was taken by 
the. Commissioner of Education, 
Neil V. Sullivan, who in October 
of 1969, established the Youth 
Advisory Council of Mass., of 
which I was proud to be a 
member. The Council consists of 
25-30 High school students from 
across the State, representing a 
cross-section, both academically 
and socially. They meet usually 
once a month with Dr. Sullivan 
and State officials and they do 
more than just rap. They are 
helping the Department of 
Education to open their eyes to 
students’ demands. The biggest 
accomplishment so far has been 
the drawing up of A Student’s Bill 
of Rights. 

Next time you shop for shoes, 
insist on the standard size for 
your age. If the miserable things 
pinch, don’t complain. If you 
don’t like the style, keep. still. 
After all, the shoes are standard 
and right for your age. The 
problem is your feet, not the 
shoes. Anyway, eventually, your 
feet will become so numb, you 
won’t notice them, and you won’t 
care about the shoes. Eventually, 
they will take on some bizzare 
shape that fits the shoe. The shoe 
is the important thing ... 
adjustment is up to the 
individual. Isn’t this what our 
schools are all about? 

We have 289 different models of 
automobiles to fit the needs and 
interests of different consumers, 
but we have only a couple of 
crude educational models that 
don’t seem to fit the purposes of 
sound vocational training or 
human flexibility. 

Where do you fit into all this? 
Why should you care? Because 
you children will be facing a 
useless educational system in 
Massachusetts that will no longer 
meet the standards of society 
unless we, the future leaders, 
help to bring about change. 
Schools can no longer tolerate 
conditions that drive students 
into the street. 

To the future teacher, I say 
that the innovative teacher is 
constantly challenging the 
conventional way of doing

In an article appearing in the 
December 7, 1971, issue of 
PARNASSUS two members to 
the budget committee, Linda 
Gross and John Perillo, resigned.

The article was written 
and signed by the individuals 
mentioned. 

They believe that ‘‘the Council 
has no right to give Student 
Activities money to a project that 
will move off campus.”’ 
According to the story, Rubin 
Russell has expressed his desire 
to eventually move the center off 
the campus. 

Gross and Perillo seem to feel 
that since Rubin was hired by the 
administrators of the college 
then the funds that he requires 
should be allotted from the state 
budget and not from student 
funding procedures. ‘‘The 
financial situation of the Student 
Activities Fund, with the 
expansion of activities and new 
clubs being formed, does not 
allow the council to allot money 
to any organization which: 

A) has no legal right to this 
money, 

B) will eventually leave the 
campus, taking with it all the 
things that Northern Essex have 
paid for, 

C) is not actually a necessity to 
this school or this area.” 

They recommend in their 
article that no funds be allowed 
for the Drop-In Center in the 
future. 

“We would also like to take this 
opportunity to resign as 
members of the Budget 
Committee. We had both put a lot 
of work into the diagnosis of this 
budget. We sincerely believe that 
the things stated here are facts 
worth the utmost consideration 
by the council. But, when all our 
work was ignored by the Council, 
it became apparent that our 
being on this committee no 
longer, if it ever, serves any 
purpose.” 

They remind the Student 
Council that they were elected to 
the positions that they hold by the 
student body. That they have a 
responsibility to the student 
body. ‘“‘When you approve a 
budget it is their money you 
spend, always be sure they get 
their money’s worth.”’

I tend to forget. 

As I sit through classes in 
sociology, as I talk humanism in 
my student-oriented world, as I 
ponder What I Want To Be When 
I Grow Up after college, as I 
write for this college newspaper, 
I tend to forget that not 
everybody between the ages of 18 
and 25 goes to college. Some 

« young people aren’t in academia 
because they’ve chosen other 
alternatives. Or because other 
alternatives have chosen them. 

MILWAUKEE, WISC. — Atop 
a factory laden city, atop a high 
hill, atop a huge new building, lie 
hundreds of prostrate young 
bodies. There is no noise on the 
top floor except the sound of an 
old movie on the community TV, 
the sound of slowly turning 
wheels, the sound of an 
occasional doctor’s diagnosis. 
There is no laughter. Very little 
talking. It’s not a scene out of 
Marcus Welby. It’s the real thing. 

Down the hall in a starched 
white room lies a young Harvard 
graduate who will never see, 
speak, hear, taste or move again. 
Vegetable. He just lies in bed and 
thinks. He can do nothing else. 


Nearby, a kid in a bed chats with ~ 


a guest. His mother? His head is 
propped on three pillows and he 
talks animatedly. A nurse wheels 
a sleeping patient to a therapy 
room. He can’t move anything 


below his neck. > 
They’re all young. They’re all 
our age. And they’re all 


quadraplegics. Paralyzed from 
their neck down, they walk with 
their talk, they run with their 
ears, they move with their eyes. 
From the neck down it’s just the 
neck down. Their legs are 
shrunken, their hands just 
slightly quiver. They may never 
move again. 

They did it for their country. 

They had not chosen to go to 
college. Now they have few 
choices left. 

I visited the Milwaukee VA 
hospital recently. I wandered up 
and down hallways of the spinal 
injury ward and asked the 
Vietnam veterans there what 
was important to them. They 
often talked like elderly men in 
rest homes—reminiscing about 
their war years or months. 
Because they have little else to 
do. Except wait till they get 
better: If, mm: 

‘‘What’s important to me?’ 
said a 26-year-old veteran who’d 
been in this hospital for a year 
and a half. “‘The war is important 
to me. I totally agree with it. If I 
could get out of this chair, I’d go 
back tomorrow and take care of 
them. I’m waiting for the day I 
can start fighting again. 
America’s given me everything 
I’ve got.” 

A long-haired 22-year-old sat 
up in his bed. A sign that read 
“Love’’ hung over his head. ‘I’m 
not mad or bitter at anybody. I’m 


the schools, be it the PTA, or the 
school committee, or other school 
organizations. Know what is 
going on. Voice your concern, 
and demand action. We all griped 
-about High school while we were 
there, and now is our chance to 
improve it for our children. 
The stakes in society are too 


large for us to ignore the high” 


school just because we have 
passed that stage. Other 
generations have made that 
mistake, and we shouldn’t repeat 
it. 

I am afraid that if we do not do 
our part to move quickly toward 
radical educational reform, we 
may well be in danger of 


just disabled. It just happened. 
My country said go in there so I 
did. I was brought up to believe 
not to kill, but sometimes you 
have to kill to bring right. ’'m 
happy . . . I’m happy to be back 
here. Yeah . . . When I came 
back, my buddy took me out— 
and he didn’t care if I was 
disabled or not.” 

They talk about student 
protests. Surprisingly, as pro- 
war as they are, they feel that 
students should protest the war if 
they’re against it. ‘‘They’re 


protesting to get out of the war,” 


one said. “That’s what we’re 
fighting for. It’s a free country.” 

“Nobdy likes to get killed,” 
another said. ‘But burning flags 
is hypocritical. If I saw anyone 
burning a flag, I would have to 
shoot him. A lot of men died for 
that flag. If. you can’t believe in 
your country, you don’t belong. 
Get. out.” 

“What’s important to me now 
is that I'd like to go back to 
school,’’ said a dark-haired, 
good-looking young veteran 
hunched over in a wheel chair. ‘‘I 
want to work with people, to 


become a psychologist. I want to. 
- be able to cope. I want to get back 


into society. 

“The war? I never believed in 
killing people. I had to kill people 
to survive. I think about it a lot. 
How would it feel to you?” And 
then he began to cry. 

They all want to “get back into 


society.”’ But until then, they live. 


in a strange society which is a 


curious combination of day-to- 


day rehabilitation activities, the 


disabled people who surround — 
them, their memories, and their 


hopes for the future. 

But what they don’t know 
might hurt them. ‘‘Many of them 
don’t know how seriously they 
are injured,’ a doctor at the 
hospital said. ““Many will be here 
for years. They have many 
conventional dreams—maybe go 
to school, get a job, get married, 
have children. They don’t know, 
however,”’ he said sighing, ‘that 
they most likely -won’t be able to 
fulfill that dream. We don’t tell 


them. It would be too 
shattering.” 
It’s quiet. They don’t talk 


much. Their worlds are basically 


lonely. When they do talk about 


the war, it’s in glowing patriotic 
terms, possibly trying to justify 
their own disabilities—so that it 
shouldn’t have been for nothing. 
Many talk eagerly about going 
back to fight in Vietnam—as if, 
once there, they’ll be whole 
again. 

We talk about the war too. As 
students, with Newsweek and 
newsreel knowledge, we often 
talk all about it as if we know all 
about it. But these non-students, 
residing with a life-long lease on 
the top floor of a Milwaukee VA 
hospital, do know all about the 
war. They are the war. 

It could’ve been me. I tend to 
forget. ~

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In May the Scientists Institute 
for Public Information and the 
Natural Resources Defense 
Council sued the Atomic Energy 
Commission for not examining 
the environmental impact of its 
massive liquid metal cooled fast 
breeder reactor program. 

Hot on their heels June 4, 
President Nixon announced his 
wholesale commitment to federal 
promotion of the breeder 
program long a_ favorite 
Frankenstein of the Atomic 
Energy Commission. And since 
the AEC usually gets what it 
wants on Capitol Hill with no 
questions asked, the House and 
Senate fell into step and 
appropriated all the money that 
the Office of Management and 
Budget allowed the AEC to ask 
for. Additional funds were also 
appropriated by amendment 
when it began to appear that 
private industry might not be 
able to come up with its share of 
the program funding. 

The program is both extremely 
costly and dangerous. The AEC 
and its apologists claim it’s well 
worth the money and easily made 
safe. The SIPI, NRDC and many 
environmentalists, on the other 
hand, feel it is too expensive, the 
wrong technology at the wrong 
time and far too risky for mere 
humans to be playing around 
with. 

The breeder reactor appeals to 
electricity enthusiasts because it 
‘breeds’? more fuel as_ it 
operates, thus allegedly 
providing a virtually endless fuel 
supply. Operators of current 
nuclear power plants like it 
because it uses plutonium which 
is a by-product of their present 
processes. And those who believe 
that the nation’s energy demands 
will continue to double every 
decade for the next 130 years see 
it as a solution to a nearly 
insoluble energy shortage. 

One of the major aspects of the 
SIPI-NRDC challenge to the 
program is that very assumption 
of a never-ending expansion of 
energy demand. As one NRDC 
attorney put it—‘“There simply 
won’t be room for all the 
necessary power plants by the 
end of the 2ist century.” The 
scientists feel that any 
environmental analysis of the 
breeder program must explain to 
the nation how it can be expected 
to accommodate such an 
electrical generating network. 

Another major objection 
brought by SIPI and NRDC to the 
breeder program is its use of 
plutonium, one of the most toxic 
substances on earth. Not only is it 


highly explosive, but 1t 1s very 
long lasting, retaining its 
radioactive toxicity for many 
thousands of years. The AEC 
dispenses with that problem by 
laying plans to bury the 
plutonium wastes in Kansas salt 
mines where, says the AEC, the 
wastes will be perfectly safe. 
Many scientists and the people of 
Kansas don’t agree, however, 
and the resolution of that 
problem has been “‘postponed’’ 
by the AEC for at least a year.

For others, it 
was what they had always said they had been searching 
for. They were anxious to experience the giving of 
oneself, but maybe they were a little afraid that, now 
that the time was here, it would turn out differently, and 
their high aspirations would be left out in the cold. It was 
a time for wrestling with emotions, tackling what had 
once been mere promises to posterity, and checking 
schedules.

Sandy, who has 
“been in with the program” for 314 years, is in charge of 
volunteers. She’s very happy with the ones she has, and 
wishes there were twice as many as there are now.

Another Haverhill resident is the Homestart nurse, 
Bernadette Durette. Her eyes can talk to you, and smile 
in the meantime. Right away she’ll tell you to call her 
Bernie, or else you just do anyways, because she’s so 
likeable and because everyone else does. When asked to 
say something about Homestart, she leaned half- 
forward, hands folded, and took on a quiet warmth. 
“This age group is an important time in the develop- 
ment in life,”’ she said, ‘‘they need us.” 


When Homestart teachers run into difficulties, as all 
good teachers must in their day-to-day occupational 
catastrophies, they congregate around a table once a 
week with a man named Ron Peterson. Mr. Peterson, 
last year’s director of Homestart, meets with the 
teachers once a week to smooth out any problems they 
might run into, and together they find the solutions.

Youth’s determination to 
create their own life styles is 
playing havoc with the 
traditional lineup of liquor 
favorites. 

What it amounts to is a 
dramatic shift away from 
bourbon and spirit blends to light 
alcoholic beverages. This means 
that in 1979, when the young out- 
number the old for the first time, 
a historic change will take place 
in the marketplace. 

Just what accounts for youth’s 
swing to milder and_ lighter 
drinks is unclear. 

“Certainly, it’s easier to 
acquire a taste for less potent 
drinks since they are closer to a 
neutral flavor. Also offered as 
evidence is the fact that young 
people have more sensitive taste 
buds than oldsters and so are 
more interested in liquor 
smoothness. There’s a good deal 
to be said, too, for the argument 
that young people seem 
determined to create their own 
life styles, substituting their own 
distinctive values for those of 
their elders.” 

When the decade of the 1960’s 
opened, they could comfortably 
rely on bourbon and spirit blends 
to command 57 percent of the 
market for hard liquor. 

Then came the rebellion, or 
what distillers call the ‘‘trend to 
lightness.”’ With the arrival of the 
70’s, Scotch, vodka, Canadian 
bourbon, etc., more than doubled 


_their sales. 


A potent reason for the change 
is a preference for lighter-tasting 
milder beverages among young 
people, and a new willingness to 
follow those tastes. 

Distillers predict that 17 
million cases of light whiskey will 
be sold each year by 1979, with 
young consumers leading. the 
way.

Or seeking a spouse? Where in 
the world to go? 

Surprisingly, and despite 
frequent commentary to the 
contrary, you might try staying 
at home. The marriage rate in 
the United States has risen 26 
percent in the last decade, 
according to a recently released 
study on international marriage 
trends by Metropolitan Life 
Insurance Company. Last year, 
the U.S. recorded 10.6 marriages 
per 1,000 population, compared to 
a record low of 8.4 in 1961, and 
now has the highest rate in the 
world. 

Nevertheless, note 
statisticians, although the USS. 
ranks high, Canada might also be 
a good bet. In the past seven 
years alone Canadian marriages 
increased more than 27 percent 
with the annual number of 
marriages reaching new highs in 
each of the last three years. 
Australia recorded a rise of 24.3 
percent in the past decade. 
Puerto Rico’s rate is that of the 


U.S. and Canada, 10.5 per 1,000 
population, or a 15.4 percent 
increase. 

European areas showed 
diverse marriage trends, the 
marriage rate in the past five 


‘years increased in 10 countries 


and decreased in 11. Little 
change was shown in Denmark 
and Yugoslavia. The Netherlands 
holds the highest rate in Europe, 
18.8 percent. Bulgaria, on the 
other hand, holds the lowest rate, 
4.8 percent. 

In Romania and Sweden, the 
rate of marriages decreased by 
25.8 and 25.4 percent 
respectively. The Soviet Union’s 
current marriage rate of 9.7 per 
1,000 population is the highest of 
any European nation. 

As for the Middle East and 
Asia, only Israel and Japan have 
reported complete marriage 
statistics for the past 10 years. 
Israel’s rate of increase—the 
highest of any country 
reviewed—is a startling 32.9 
percent, while Japan’s is a 
relatively low 3.1 percent. 


The Jesus Movement 


A bumper sticker on a car 
saying: ‘‘Honk if you love 
Jesus.”” This and many other 
things are signs of a new 
revolution taking place in our 
country. “It’s like being given a 
new pair of eyes,’’ cried one 
ecstatic youth who is caught up in 
this new experience. 

This new revolution is one 
which is being spread by a 
“Jesus press’ that numbers 
some 50 papers across the 
country. Everywhere the rapt 
and radient-faced young people 
are wading into oceans and lakes 
for baptisms, studying the Bible 
with feverish intensity, gathering 
in communes, organizing prayer 
groups, and proclaiming Jesus 
Christ their Lord and Savior. 
These are the Jesus people and 
this is the Jesus movement. 

The Jesus people, also called 
Jesus freaks, are our young 
people in this country. Many 
have come to Christ from the 
fraudulent promises of drugs. 
Dissatisfaction with an affluent 
materialistic society and also 
impatience with old forms of 
worship, but mainly a groping for 
fulfillment have brought these 
young people to Jesus. 

In Chicago’s Grant Park, a 
parade of nearly a thousand 
people called: ‘‘Chicago Police, 
We Love You”’ to the police as 
they proceeded along their route.

Houses.’’ These houses are 
multiplying very rapidly 


throughout the country. There 
are now at least 600 of these 
houses operating across the U.S. 
Christian coffee houses have also 
opened in many of our cities. 
To the Jesus people, Christ is 
not just a dim historical figure. 
These people are firm in their 
belief and are able to 


communicate an extraordinary 
sense of joy. They act as if divine 
intervention guides their every 
movement and can be counted on

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to solve every problem. 

Sometimes a few of these 
people are emotional to the point 
of hysteria or dogmatic to the 
point of rudeness. This stems 
mainly from a displaying lack of 
maturity or lack of enlightened 
leadership. A plea to a priest 
from a mother in Connecticut 
emphasizes this fanaticism. “TI 
need your help desperately 
because our 18-year-old son has 
become a fanatic. He carries a 
Bible everywhere and quotes 
from it constantly. He 
embarrasses his father and me 
by greeting our friends with 
religious slogans and questions. 
We are church-going people 
ourselves, but we cannot 
understand the intensity of our 
son’s obsession. Please, please 
tell us how to handle this thing.” 

The appeal of this movement is 
attractive to Roman Catholics, 
Jews, and Protestants of every 
persuasion. Also, it has attracted 
many people with no religion at 
all. A group of youngsters showed 
much interest to a certain priest 
and he, in turn, encouraged the 
group to become active in the 
church. ‘‘All the boys have long 
hair. Many attend ‘services in 
blue jeans. Sometimes if they 
approve of the sermon, they will 
shout: Right on, or even 
applaud.” 

The lives of these Jesus people 
revolve around the necessity for 
an intense personal relationship 
with Jesus. 

Some people are called the 
“Straight people.’’ These are the 
people who are mainly active in 
the highly organized, non- 
denominational youth movement 
of established churches. Most of 
them are Middle America— 
Campus types neatly coiffed. 

Because of some obvious 
reasons such as Jesus shirts 
(Jesus is My Lord), bumper 
stickers (Smile, God Loves You), 
posters and buttons, some people 
feel that the Jesus movement is 
just another fad. This is strongly 
refuted and denied by Jesus 
followers. The arguments issued 
by the followers are in pretty 
solid form which gives the 
impression of a long lasting 
involvement for both you and I.
